When he was. elected Council 
president in 1909, for a four-year 
term, Mr. Gundlach had plans 
which were the result of years of 
study.

The members of the crew of the 
tanker escaped injury, but 35 of 
those aboard the Silvanus are be- 
ing sought today. B. S. Albers, 
fourth engineer of the Silvanus. 
believes at least 24 Chinese ordi- 
nary seamen perished, fér they are 
believed to have been gsleep in 
the forecastle of the Silvanus when 
the collision occurred. 

Fifteen of the officers and crew 
of the Silvanus are known to have 
been rescued and five Chinese sea- 
men and two engineers were in a 
hospital today. Most of the miss- 
ing sailors are Chinese. Adolph 
M. Johnson, an electrician, ap- 
peared to be the most seriously 
hurt. 

Second Accident of Day. 

The collision occurred 40 miles 
below New Orleans and came with- 
in a few hours after an explosion 
aboard another Standard Oi) tank- 
er, the O. T. Waring, in which 44 
workmen were injured and which 
it was feared cost several lives. The 
vessel had gone into dry dock here 
for repairs and some 200 men were 
busy aboard her when a series of 
explosions wrecked: the vessel,«set 
fire to her and to nearby docks 
and damaged the British steamer 
Manx Isle. Five workmen from 
the Waring were listed as missing 
todgy. 

The story of how men leaped 
from the Silvanus, dived and swam 
to safety was related by Albers 
and William Van Beck, fifth en- 
gineer on the Dutch steamer. Beck 
said in a hospital that he believed 
he was the last man to leave the 
vessel. 

Swam Under Water. 

“When I came to the rail,’” he 
saig, “there was no one in sight

Cincinnati Radio Maker Tried 
to Escape From Burning 
Hotel Room. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, April 9.—Two men, 
aided by a woman, risked their 
lives here early today in an unsuc- 
cessful attempt to rescue Leo J. 
Ainsworth of Cincinnati while he 
clung from a window ledge of his 
fire-swept hotel room 4300 feet 
above the sidewalk. 

The men formed a human ladder 
from a window below the hanging 
man, but Ainsworth dropped from 
the nineteenth floor, his burned 
fingers no longer able to hold his 


weight. He was instantly killed. 
Scores of pedestrians gazed in hor- 
ror on the scene, powerless to aid. 

Mr. and Mrs. J. W. Melville of 
Chicago and F. A. Guilleaume of 
New York, guests at the Morrison 
Hotel, where the tragedy occurred, 
were the three who sought to save 
Ainsworth, a pioneer in radio man- 
ufacturing and broadcasting in Cin- 
cinnati. . 

Others who broke down the door 
to Ainsworth’s room had to battle 
the flames, and when they reached 
the ledge they were too late. 

“Tell my wife,’ began Ainsworth 
just before he dropped, but the rest 
of the sentence was not heard by 
the two men on the ledge below 
him. 

It is supposed Ainsworth fell 
asleep on his bed while smoking 
and awakened to find his room in 
flames. A guest in an adjoining 
room heard him cry for someone 
to break down the door and then 
heard the window opened... Ains- 
worth clung to the ledge for five 
i\minutes. The impact of the body 
was so terrific that many persons 
who heard it sHoegat an explosion 
had occurred. 

His widow and one daughter live 
in Cincinnati, where Ainsworth be- 
came a leader in the radio field. 
With Howard Gates he founded 
Station WMH, sold last year. He 
was president of the Ainsworth Ra- 
dio Co. of Cincinnati. .-

Spokesman for President

WASHINGTON, April 9.—Or- 
ganized labor, through’ a number 
of accredited spokesmen, voiced 
before the Senate prohibition in- 
vestigating committee today its de- 
mand for modification of the Vol- 
stead act to permit the legal man- 
ufacture and sale of light wines 
and beer. NO organization, the 
committee was told, would fight 
more vigorously against the re- 
turn of the saloon. 

Men who have been in close con- 
tact with the rank and file of wage 
earners throughout the United 
States testified that the present 
drinking of poisonous concoctions 
would be minimized if wholesome 
beverages of comparatively light 


alcoholic content were made avall~ — >” # 4

able. Through the testimony ran 
a note of strong opposition to the 
present law on the ground that it 
permits the well-to-do man to 
drink his full of whatever liquors 
he pleases while the poor man is 
deprived of his glass of beer. 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), of Mon- 
tana, presided at the hearing today 
in place of Senator Means (Rep.), 
of Colorado, the chairman, who has 
been taken ill. Senator Reed 
(Dem.), of Missouri continued to 
develop by questions the ghedry 
that the present law is unenforce- 
able and needs to be modified in 
the interest of temperance and the 
welfare of the public service. 
Reed’s sallies, as on previous days 
of the hearings, drew frequent ap- 
preciative laughter from the audi- 
ence. Drys on the committee made 
ho effort to respond to them. 

Good Beer Would Stop Brewing. 

A vivid picture fo the effect of 

the Volstead act on the wage. 
earner was drawn by William J. 
McSorley, president of the building 
trades department of the American 
Federation of Labor. 
“Ninety per cent of the work. 
men of this country,” sald McCor. 
ley, “are making wine, beer or 
whisky out of every known vege- 
table and fruit. They are even 
making wine out of parsnips.” 

“Would that be stopped by the 
sale of good beer with a low per 
centage of alcohol? asked Reed. 
“Absolutely,” was the response. 
“The figures would be reversed. 
Ninety per cent would be satisfied 
if they could get good beer.” 3 
“Would such a modification of 
the law for temperance and good 
morals?” continued Reed. “Yes,” 
replied the witness postively. “Men 
are drinking whisky now who nev- 
er drank it before prohibition. You 
know how it is—a man who used 
to be content with his glass ef beer 
at lunch time will sit down now in 
a room with a bottle of whisky in 
front of him and stay there till it 
is finished.” | 

Wealthy Get It, Poor Can't. 

The wSrkingman, said McSorley..

there was justice or equality in a 
law under which a rich man cou!d, 
fill his cellar with every kind of. 
liquor and drink it for the rest of 
his life, or as long as the supply 
lasted, while the poor man couldn't 
get the glass of beer to which he 
had become accustomed.

,ember on a wet platform. And 
he was sincere. 

When some of them expresséd ,a 
polite doubt and pointed to the 
700,000 Republican majority rolled 
up by Coolidge in Illinois two years 
ago, the Warwick of Illinois De- 
mocracy merely grinned and said: 

“IT think my worst enemies will 
concede that I know a little some- 
thing of politics. This isnt a 
year. You wait and 
eee, And don't be misled by com- 
parative figures in next Teusdaay's 
primaries. November, not April, is 
the test.” 

Brennan also told Democratic 
loaders at the capitol that the issue 
of prohibition was in politics to 
stay, and that they might as well 
prepare to meet it in 1928. 

“Issues Can't Be Killed.” 

“T don’t see how it can be kept 
out of politics,” he said in an inter- 
view. “Anything that affects the 
thoughts and the daily lives of mil- 
Hons of people, anything that is 
creating the disrespect for law that 
this law is, anything that is breed- 
ing the army of criminals that this 
law is, anything that is the major 
topic of conversation wherever and 
whenever people gather, irrespec- 
tive of their social status, is bound 
to be in politics. There’s no use 
shutting our eyes to facts. 

“That was an astounding set of 
ficures we submitted to the Senate 
Committee. They showed an in- 
crease of 670 per cent in alcoholic 
deaths in Chicago since prohibi- 
tion. an increase of 704 per cent 
in arrests for ‘gin driving,’ an in- 
crease of 140 per cent in com- 
nittments to‘institutions for insani- 
ty. 

“What is true of Chicago is true 
of other cities, in larger or less de- 
gree. 

“But even that is not the worst 
of present-day conditions. The 
tragic part of it is what prohibi- 
tion is doing to the young folks of 
the country. It is a trite thing to 
say that youth is being debauched, 
and yet there is scarcely any other 
way to describe present conditions. 

Predicts Surprise at Polls. 

“f am going to the people cf 
Illinois on this issue. It’s my big- 
gest issue, and it’s the country’s 
biegest issue, whenever we will ad- 
mit it.

| Doesn’t Want Saloon Back. 

| James O'Connell, president of 
‘the Metal Trades Department of the 
| American Federation of Labor, a 
white-haired, serious man, said 
that he resented insinuations that 
organized labor was trying to brirfs 
back the saloon. O'Connell said 
that his travels all over the coun- 
try had shown him that the “law 
is being flagrantly and open'y vio- 
lated on every hand.” 

He went on to describe with 2 
wealth of inviting detail, a bar in 
New York. with all the old-time 
appurtenances of third rail, shining 
glasses and a white-coated bar- 
tender mixing drinks. 

Senator Reed, in a low tone, t» 
Senator Edwards said something 
which sounded like, ‘“‘That’s a coi- 
forting picture.” 

O'Connell said it was utterly fu- 
tile to try to control the eating or 
drinking habits of the people by 
statute, and by way of comparison 
he added that ‘‘you could no more 
regulate the smoking of cigarettes 
by females than you could fly.” 

“There are some things that are 
impossible.” he added, referring 
again to the attempted = enforce- 
ment of the Volstead act—and you 
are up against the impossible now. 
It will take some statesmanship to 
bring us out of the chaos into 
which we are drifting. 

Couldn't Put Law Over Again. 

“We wonder how it was possible 
to put this law over on the Ameri- 
can people with so little trgquble. It 
couldn’t be done again.” 

“This law can't be enforced,” 
O'Connell declared, “I don’t care 
how much money you spend or 
how many laws you pass.’’ 

John P. Frey, president of the 
Ohio State Federation of Labor, 
reminded the committee that he 
came from the State where the 
Antisaloon League has its head- 
quarters. 

“There is a condition there that 
influences wage earners,’ he said. 
“Men who work at laborous tasks 
find they cannot quench § their 
thirsts with water wtihout getting 
sick, They were accustomed to a 
glass of beef after such work, but 
now they drink home brew. They 
are not very good brewers. 

“Slowly, gradually there has 
been growing a disrespect for law 
extending over the State.”’ 

Frey told of corruption in dry 
law enforcement in Ohio. calling 
attention to the conviction of J. 
E. Russell, former State Prohibi- 
tion Commissioner, on a charge of 
conspiracy. 

He cited the conviction of 21 
men in Cincinnati! and the convic- 
tion of 39 Ohio policemen working 
with drv agents. 

“Don't you think those convic- 
tions will have a wholesome ef- 
fect?’’ asked Senator Walsh. 7 
think not.” 

“Was there any split of money 
in these cases you tell about?’ 
asked Reed. “All the way from the 
Prohibition Commissioner to the 
Constable,”’ Fréy said. 

Causes Disregard of Law. 

“T should think these convictions 
would indicate a desire to enforce 
the law in your State,” said Walsh. 

“No, they have brought a disre- 
gard for the law by the people gen- 
erally,” Frey insisted.

ing with the brewers in the State.” 

“We won't inquire his name,” 
said Walsh. 

“It would not be difficult Jo sur- 
mise,”’ Frey returned. 

Ninety-five per cent of the work- 
ing people in New Jersey favor 
modification of the Volstead act, 
the committee was told by Henry 
F. Hilfers, secretary of the New 
Jersey State Federation of Labor, 
the last witness of the day. 

“The Volstead act has been the 
direct cause of more crime in New 
Jersey than any other thing,”’ Hil- 
fers said. ‘‘Before we had prohi- 
bition, they say, we had a saloon on 
every corner: now we have a still 
or brewery in every home. They 
even have community stills. The 
people in a hotel will chip in and 
make a mess of.svnthetic gin and 
then distribute it pro rata. Some 
may ask Where they get it. Ask 
me where they can't get it and I'll 
have an easier question to answer.” 

Says New Jersey Is Wet. 

“Tt think the committee will-take 
judicial notice that New Jersey is 
wet,” observed Senator Walsh. 

‘“T think it has been demonstrat- 
ed,”’ said Hilfers. 

The dry léaders have been ac- 
cumulating a store of notes during 
the presentation of the wet attack 
in preparation for their counter- 
offensive next week. They were

SENATE CAMPAIGN 


Resolution for Expense Inquiry 
Not Aimed at Any Indi- 
vidual, He Says.

WASHINGTON, April 9.—Sena- 
tor Reed of Missouri said today 
the resolution he introduced yes- 
terday afternoon providing for a 
senatorial committee of five mem- 
bers, two to be regular Republi- 


cans, one to be a progressive Re- 


publican and two to be Democrats, 
to investigate senatorial campaign 


expenses, was not directed at any 


particular candidates in the forth- 
coming election nor any particular 
persons or organizations contribu- 
ting to their campaign funds. 

“It was a good-faith resolution 
designed solely to protect the 
country against the dumping of 
enormous funds into a senatorial 
campaign,’’ Senator Reed explained. 
“T had no particular persons in 
mind, but when funds are being 
spent in primaries, as in one state 
I could mention, there should be 
an investigation to see that we 
don’t have another’ Newberry case 
on our hands.” 

Declines to Name Persone. 

“When you say one state do you 
refer to Senator McKinley and TIli- 
nois?’’ Reed was asked. Reed 
made two speeches against the IIli- 
noi8s Senator last month because of 
McKinley’s vote for the World 
Court. 

“I don’t want to say anything 
about Senator McKinley and the 
"illinois campaign at this time.” the 
Missouri Senator replied. “My res- 
olution is to investigate all sena- 
torial primaries and elections.” 

The Reed resolution would con- 
fer broad powers on the investigat- 
ing body. It would authorize the 
committee immediately to investi- 
gate and report to the Senate What 
moneys, emoluments, rewards or 
things of value, including agree- 
ments or understandings of support 
for appointments or election the 
candidates or their friends had used 
in the campaigns. The committee 
would also report the names of 
persons, firms, corporations, com- 
mittees, organizations or associa- 
tions which have made promises, 
subscriptions, advances or pay- 
ments during the contests. 

Inquiry During Campaign. 

Senator Reed denied that he had 
the Anti-Saloon League or the 
various associations supporting the 
World Court and the League of 
Nations in mind, although he ad- 
mitted that their activities, includ- 
ing their contributions, would 
a subject of investigation.

FOR SHORT WEIGHT 


Report of Commissioner's Of- 
fice Shows More Convic- 
tions and $2500 Balance,

Mayor Miller today made pub- 
lic a report by Clifford C. Haley, 
Commissioner of We'ghts and 
Measures, of activities by his de- 
partment during the period from 
June 1. 1925, to March 31, 1926. 

Increases ‘n arrests, convictions 
and fines are shown. The nuni- 
ber inspections in the 10- 
months period of 1925-26 was 63, 
143, against 33,714 in the corres- 
ponding period of the pervious 
year; arrests, 140, against 78; con- 
victions, 122, against 74; fines col- 
lected, $1,060.75. against $303; 
collections, $20,186.29, against 
$18,572.10. 

A balance of $2,508.79, collec- 
tions over expenditures, is shown, 
against a deficit of $665.36 in the 
preceding year. o 

Under “Grocers and Butchers, 
the report calls attention to the 
activity of inspectors in ordering 
thees tradesmen to stop the use of 
wooden plates in weighing, and 
preparing short-weight packages 
of staples in dull hours. Under 
“Coal dealers,” several early morn- 
ing raids on coat yards are dé» 
acribed. Under “Ice,"’ the report 
states a number of fines have been 
collected for selling by ‘‘block”’ in- 
stead of weighing ice before deliv- 
ery as required by law. 

Numerous complaints of short- 
measursa of gasoline have prompted 
investigations which resulted in 
comparatively little proof of such 
practices at filling stations. “Most 
shortag@s we found are caused by 
underground leaks, and are not in- 
tentional on the part of the oper- 
ator,” the report explains. “There 
were a number of dealers giving 
short measures in February. In 
spectors visited several stations 
and bought gasoline; several deal- 
ers were caught and warned that 
another offense would result in 
prosecution.’’

neys, were settled in an opinion 
handed down today by Supreme 
Court en banc, clarifying the legal 
points involved. 

Six mandamus suits brought by 
present and former prosecuting at- 
torneys against their respective 
county courts, for back salary un- 
der the former decision, were set- 
tled by the opinion, the court hold- 
ing they were entitled to the back 
pay claimed. 

Salaries of prosecuting attorneys 
are fixed on the basis of popula- 


‘tion of the counties they represent. 


Formerly the population of 
county was determined for salary 
classifications by multiplying the 
number of votes cast in the county 
in the preceding general election 
by five.

Let us see just how the average 
individual is affected. For con- 
venience we'll call him John Smith. 

Smith may have expressed him- 
self as politically hostile to “City 
Hall,” for one reason or another.

of brothers.” Smith's hostility is 
undesirable, for he has a large fam- 
ily, all of whom vote, and he has 
many friends in the division and 
ward. 

Some fault is at once found with 
Smith’s conduct, or the conditians 
of his home, his pavements, his ash 
cans, his plumbing, the conduct-of 
individual members of his family;

Smith, eventually, is arrested and 
taken to a police station.

ZONING MEASURE 


Executive Has 10 Days to 
Act—Ordinance, if Ap- 
proved, Will Become Ef- 
fective About May 18.

The zoning ordinance, dividing 
the city into residence, apartment, 
commercial, industrial and unre, 
stricted districts, restricting the 
height of downtown buildings and 
requiring definite yard areas for 
residences and apartments, proba- 
bly will go into effect about May 
18, if it is signed by Mayor Miller, 
ds expected. It was one of 191 
measures passed by the Board of 
Aldermen at its closing meeting for 
the fiscal year 1925-26 yesterday 
afternoon. 

As the emergency clause had 
been removed from, the bill, it will 
become effective 30 days after be- 
ing signed by the Mayor. The May- 
or’s signature can be affixed 19 
days after the date of passage. 
President Neun of the Board of 


Aldermen, in signing the measure, 
used a pen sent to him by the 
Mederation of Women’s Clubs, 
which has backed the measure 
since hearings began last summer. 


Mayor to Appoint Adjusters. 
After the ordinance takes effect, 
it will be the Mayor's duty to ap 


point the Board of Adjustment, an 
unsalaried body with five members. 
One must be a structural engineer, 
one an architect and one a realtor, 
each of not less than 10 years’ ex- 
perience; and the other two shall 
be selected at large. The terms 
are to be so arranged that one will 
be appointed each year, the full 
term of service being five years. 

It will be the duty of the Build. 
ing Commissioner’s office to pre- 
pare maps showing the district di- 
visions of the new ordinance. Tha 
maps which were used at last sum- 
mer’s, hearings have been changed 
by the many amendments to the 
bill. 

O. J? MeCawley, chairman of the 
zoning committee of the Regal Es- 
tate Exchange, said today a suit 
would be instituted to test the law 
as to its constitutionality. The 
former zoning law was held uncon- 
stitutional by the State Supreme 
Court. The Real Estate Exchange 
opposed the present measure until 
it was amended in many particu- 
lars. In bringing about a test suit, 
its aim will be to remove any un- 
certainty as quickly as possible, 

Of 192 bills which were .- re- 
ported by committees at the Alder- 
men’s closing meeting, the only one 
not passed was an appropriation of 
$15,000 for purchase of multigraph 
machinery, to cut down the city’s 
printing bill. Alderman Randall 
asked that this be referred back to 
committee, which was equivalent 
to killing it, and the action was 
taken. 

Measures passed were the Court- 
house, Lindenn pavilion, Penrose 
Park; Sanitarium employes’ build- 
ing and waterworks power plant 
appropriations, and a group ot 
street reconstruction measures, the 
most important being that for

SECRECY IN BANK FAILURES. 
In Letters From the People today a correspondent 
' points out what seems to us a serious error in the 
4 policy of the State Department of Finance. The de- 
partment, he says, is conducted more for the protec-

why it failed. It keeps its findings to itself. It re- 
fuses to speak except in criminal proceedings.

Federal District Attorney Buckner of New York 
stated to the Senate Judiciary Committee that in or-

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Why Cereals Are Indispensable 
To the Daily Diet

NE of the improved foods of | 
modern days is the cereal. 
Corn meal mush and oatmeal were 
ali we used to have in this line. 
How different it is now. Wheat, 
barley, rye and rice} have been 
added to the list. 

It is too bad that some of the 
ceréal preparations have been 
sadly denatured. The outer myers 
of the grain have been removwed, 
leaving nothing but the starchy in- 
terior. This is lacking in the mul- 
titude of virtues which the whole 
grain possesses. 

But most of the cereals, put up 
in attractive packages, are hon- 
estly prepared. Steam, baked, 
popped—no matter how the grain 
is prepared, if it is served with all 
its good qualities intact, you have 
a dish good for your body. 

Some races. live almost exclu- 
sively on cereals. This is possible 
because the whole grains contain, 
not only the starch which is their 
chief ingredient, but also the 
nitrogenous elements which fur- 
nish the repair materials. 

The intestinal action is not what 
it should be unless we take a cer- 
tain quantity of roughage every 
day. Cereal contains cellulose. 


This comes from the fibrous part 
of the grain, chiefly the husk. 


The cellulose acts as a brush to 
stimulate and cleanse the intestinal 
lining. It hastens the muscular ac- 
tivity of the bowel and overcomes 
the tendency to sluggishness which 
results in constipation. 

Bran is one of the best of the 
cereal foods because of its richness 
in cellulose. Used as a cereal, 
baked in muffins or bread, or how- 
ever else it is served, bran is a 
splendid food for everybody. 

You need not get tired of your 
cereal, because there are so many 
kinds you may have something dif- 
ferent every day of the week. With 
the dish, too, you may have baked 
apple, apple sauce, any variety of 
cooked or fresh fruit, and cream 
and sugar. : 

If you are inclined to take on 
flesh, the cream and sugar should 
be limited. Where there is a 
tendency to constipation, too, the 
cream should be lessened. ‘The fats 
should be reduced to the minimum. 

For heat production, energy de- 
velopment and body growth the 
cereals must be counted among the 
really good foods. They are easily 
prepared, many of them can be 
served without cooking, and yet 
they are genuine foods. I count 
the cergals as among the indispens- 
ables.

Fried Mush. 

We are too apt to think of corn- 
meal as being the only breakfast 
porridge that lends itself to slic- 
ing and frying. Almost any well- 
cooked cereal that has been made 
rather stiff can be molged and 
sliced for rying. These fried 
mushes offer an opportunity for 
quite a variety of accompaniments. 
The standard syrup may be varied 
by a home-made syrup or by a 
dressing of stewed, fresh or 
canned, fruit. 


In purchasing beef for hamburg 
it is better to buy the round and 
have it chopped. Meat from the 
round contains a larger percentage 
of nourishment than almost any 
other cut. 


A Flavoring Secret. 


When I wish to give a partic- 
ularly nice flavor to a cake I turn 
it from the tins upon some rose- 
geranium leaves that have pre- 
viously been washed and dried, and 
leave it there until it cools. The 
flavor which the steam draws frorm 
the leaves is quickly absorbed by 
the cake and makes the latter d;s- 
licious. The same method may 
be applied whether you are mak- 
ing either loaf or layer cake. In 
the case of the latter it is best to 
place the leaves between the lay. 
ers.

Are Nice Refreshments 
for Such Functions. 


OW that afternoon tea has be- 
N come something of an institu- 

tion in this country, hostesses 
are on the lookout for easily made 
tea cakes and cookies to servo 
with the tea. Spicy nut cookies are 
excellent if made according to the 
following directions: 

Cream a half cupful of shorten- 
ing with three-quarters of a cup of 
brown sugar and add a pinch of 
salt. Beat together two eggs, one 
teaspoon of- cinnamon and a half 
teaspoon of cloves or nutmeg. Dis- 
solve one-half teaspoon of soda in 


a third of a cup of bofling water 
and add this mixture to the sugar - 


mixture. Add a cup and one-half 
of sifted flour and beat thoroughly. 
Add a cup of seeded raisins and a 
hayvf cup of broken walnut meats. 
Drop by spoonfuls on a greased 
cookie sheet and bake for 10 min- 
utes in a moderate oven. 

To make a pot of perfect tea, an 
expert in the United States Depart: 
ment of Agriculture directs one to 
bring freshly drawn water to, a 
boil; pour it on the Peauiaite 
amount of tea (one even teaspoon- 
ful for each cup in a previously 
scalded pot, allow it to remain 
covered for three minutes; then de- 
cant or strain into another recep- 
tacle. The spent leaves should 
never be used again. 


Stuffed Tomatoes. 


Often macaroni and cheese seem 
impalatable when cold. I have 


yfound that scooping out the insides 


of firm, large tomatoes and filling 
them with this left-over macaroni 
makes a pleasing luncheon dish. 
Place the stuffed tomatoes in a 
baking dish with a little water in 
the bottom to steam them and 
bake in. a moderate oven about 20 
or 30 minutes. 


In general any dish that is made 
from leftovers and is to be re- 
cooked requires a very hot oven. 
It should be remembered that such 


fdishes are not suitable for children 
bee those who have delicate diges- 


tions.

Special Cable to the Post-Dispat -_ > 
nance Minister Reinhold attempted 
to increase by one-third the al- 
ready fairty heavy taxes on the 
production of beer he encountered 
bitter opposition from Bavaria. 

Bavarians protested so strongty, 
indeed, that the Government de- 
cided to postpone the application 
of the new tax until the beginning 
of 1927. = 

But in making that decision 
Chancellor Lather and Minister 
Reinhold met the opposition of 
Sir Andrew McFadyean, Commis- 
sioner of controlled revenues in! 
Berlin. It is his job to see that 
during the present year the Ger- 
man controlled revenues bring to 
the reparation fund 250,000,000 
marks ($62,500,000), and unless 
the tax on beer is increased ‘Sir 
Andrew fears that this sum will 
not .be collected. 

About a week ago, before leav- 
ing Berlin for a holiday, Sir An- 
drew expressed to Lather and 
Reinhold his fears and his inten- 
tion of using his right of protest 
under the reparations plan: 

A protest, however, is a thing 
the German Government wishes to 
avoid, because it might convey the 
impression that Germany is seek- 
ing to avoid reparation payments. 
This is not the case and, therefore, 
the German Government and Mc- 
Fadyean have reached a compro- 
mise. The beer tax feared by” the 
Bavarians will not be applied be- 
fore June 30. . 

Meanwhile, according to the rep- 
arations plan, the entire question 
of the authority of the agent for 
controlled revenues will be brought 
before a special arbitration Judge, 
who was a neutral in the World 
War and who will be appointed by 
the president of The“Hague Court. 

This is only the first of simflar 
difficulties which are sure to arise 
in applying the reparations plan. 
The greatest spirit of conciliation 
is evident on both sides

BETSY ROSS PETTICOAT 
STORY CALLED A MYTH 


Francis Hopkinson Designed 
Stars and Stripes, Says Pro- 
fessor at Arkansas U. 


BV ETTEVILLE, Ark. April 9. 
—The immortal petticoat of Betsy 
Ross is due for the limbo of his- 
torical myths, if Dr. George E. 
Hastings, associate professor of 
English at the University of Ar- 
kansas, has his way. 

Dr. Hastings, in his book, “The 
Life and Works of Francis Hop- 
kinson,” sings a requiem for Mrs. 
Ross’ famous petticoat, which tra- 
dition says was used to make the 
stripes for the first American flag. 
The book, which is to be published 
this epring by the University of 
Chicago Press, credits Hopkinson 
with having designed the Stars 
and Stripes. 

Tradition has tt that Betsy Ross 
was asked to make the first 
American flag for Gen. Washing- 
ton. Dr. Hastings declares that 
hée ean trace this tradition back 
no farther than 1870, when a 
grandson of Mrs. Ross announced 
that it was his grandmother who 
had done the designing of the 
flag, he having heard his forbears 
make that statement. 

Finds Bill for Designing. 


In going through the papers of 
the Continental Congress in the 
Congressional TAbrary at Wash- 
ington, Dr. Hastings says he found 
Hopkinson’s bill for designing the 
flag, which was adopted by the 
Continental Congress in 1777. 

Hopkinson had suggested, hu- 
morously, that a quarter of a cask 
of public wine would be a suitable 
reward. As he had designed the 
seal for the Department of -Ad- 
miralty and that for a number of 
other governmental departments, 
Hopkinson, in 1780, was asked to 
submit an itemized statement of 
all his charges. 

This statement, including that 
for designing the flag, is on file in 
the Congressional Library and 
amounts to 2700 pounds sterling. 

In addition to designing the first 
flag, the author says, Hopkinson 
had the distinction of being the 
euthor of the first book of music 
ever published in America. The 
book was a compilation entitled 
“Seven Songs.” 

Hopkinson's Achievements. 


Although Hopkinson died in 1791 
at the age of 54, his achievements 
were many. A painter, poet, es- 


sayist, inventor and lawyer, he was 
a close friend of Washington, Jef- 
ferson and Franklin and like the 
first two, was a signer of the Dec- 
‘aration of Independence and a 
member of the Second Continental 
| Congress. 


Sidelights of these !llus- 
‘rious figures in early American 
history are brought out in corre- 
«epondence contained in the book. 

Besid@ serving tn the Continen- 
tal Congress, Hopkinson had charge 
f the administration of the navy. 
He also designed seals for the 
American Philosophic Society, the 
State of New Jersey and the Tni- 
versity of Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Hastings became interested 
in Hopkinson while a graduate stu- 
Aent at Harvard and made him the 
subject of his doctoral thesis. Since 
‘hat time he has continued’ the 
study over a period of eight years, 
jelving into Revolutionary War 
records of a score of the larger 
nublic libraries on the Atlantic 


Seaboard.

Indian raids, frontier disputes, and 
life under three flags, but it has 
such a history. 

The land the French occupied 
when they drove away the Indians 
in 1764 was apportioned into the 
Town, and the Prairies, or Common 
Fields. That slice of the Grand 
Prairie that is now Grand and 
Delmar was taken up in 1768 by 
Auguste Conde, the first physician 
to practice in St. Louis. The 
French enclosed their holdings 
with a barrier of wooden fences, 
and the easternmost fence of the 
Grand Prairie bordered Conde’s 
farmlands. 

In 1776 Conde died, leaving his 
lands to his eldest daughter, Ma- 
rie. Those were the days of the 
tar-quéue and of Spanish ruls; the 
days of the menace of flood and 
of cholera, stealing up over the 
banks of the Mississippi. There was 
news that the Engiish colonies on 
the Atlantic coast had rebell.ud. 

Indian Attack Beaten Off. 

The Indians, long threatening, 
attacked four years later, stealing 
up unperceived to positions behind 
the fences, and letting loose sud- 
denly with gunfire and arrows. 
The fence along Conde’s farm, if 
the Indians themselves were not 
ensconced behind it, must have 
been hurdled, in their rush to town, 
by those of the farmers who were 
not shot down in the fields. Once 
behind the stockade, the freehold- 
ers of St. Louls defended them- 
selves well. In spite of the in- 
capability of the invalid Spanish 
Governor, the Indians were beaten 
off. There is in the Capitol at 
Jefferson City a painting depicting 
this raid. 

In 1802, Conde’s lands were the 
subject of litigation in the Provin- 
cia) Court; the title was disputed 
by two of the Conde women, who 
had married into the families of 
the Sanguinettes and of the Chou- 
teaus. 4 

The evidence tn the case seemed 
inconclusive when one of Conde’s
